Town of Larisa Reported 
Wrecked—Casualties Not 
Yet Determined, Expect- 
“ed -to Be Heavy. 


ATHENS, March 2 (Sunday) 
(AP).—More than 19,000 persons 
were said to be homeless today in 
Larisa as a result of a _ violent 
earthquaké which. shook Northern 
Greece yesterday.

Yrom the be- 
ginning, these people have «tried 
to give an impression of the Vichy 
group which certainly does not 
correspond with that acquired by 
<ms writer during many years in 
France, extending through the 
French capitulation at Bordeaux. 

Spokesmen in United States. 

Gaston Henry-Haye, French Am- 
bassador to the United States, 
naturally defends tne Government 
that sent him here at the request 
of William C. Bullitt, Leahy’s pred- 
ecessor. So does, or did, Count 
Rene de Chambrun, son-in-law of 
Pierre Laval, until he went back 
to France. So does the aviator- 
author, Antoine de St.-Exupery, 
who reached these shores a few 
weeks ago. Camille Chautemps, 
former Premier of France, one- 
time pillar of the Radical-Social- 
ist party and reputed France’s No. 
1 Freemason, also is in touch with 
Marshal Petain. 

It is well for America to realize 
that only three sorts of French- 
men come to this country: Oppo- 
nents of the Vichy Government 
who manage to sneak out through 
North Africa by stealth or with 
the aid of sympathetic Government 
officials; persons too insignificant 
to matter, and persons whose at- 
titude in this country can be 
counted on by Vichy. All others 
simply do not receive exit permits. 

The Vichy. administration, al- 
though it has not yet surrendered 
to the Germans in the matter of 
turning over Mediterranean bases 
and the fleet, is doing almost 
everything but connive at victory 
over Britain. 

Reasons for Opposing Britain. 

For this there are several good 
reasons. The first 18 that the mem- 
bers of the Vichy Government do 
not yet believe in a British victory 
and they are no men to back a 
loser. Admiral Leahy constantly 
warns the French that, sooner or 
later, Britain will have the prepon- 
derance. The French remain po- 
litely skeptical, for they are well 
informed as to what is going on 
in the United States, and what is 
still not going on. And, as the 
French think, even if American 
war production by next fall does 
reach a high level it will be too 
late, for by September Germany 
will almost surely have won the 
war. i 
Another reason is that the French 
not only do not believe in a Brit- 
ish victory but cannot desire it, 
for the present French rulers are 
anti-democrats. Marshal Petain, in 
the more human French way, is 
as much a dictator as Mussolini. 
He has removed republican offi- 
cials from the administration and 
from the army, even in North 
Africa, and replaced them by out- 
and-out Fascists. The names of 
the former Fascist leagues crop up 
continually. The French people 
want some form of democracy but 
not necessarily the discredited 
form of the Third Republic. 

A final reason why the present 
French rulers cannot desire a Brit- 
ish victory is that the admirals 
and generals and superior officers 
bear the major responsibility for 
the French defeat, and the entire 
responsibility for seeking an armis- 
tice rather than a further struggle. 
If France prepared wrongly or in- 
sufficiently, it was entirely the 
fault of the generals, notably Pe- 
tain and Maxine Weygand, now 
head of North African forces. 

The mass of Frenchmen, after 
being stunned, are today not un- 
aware of where the responsibility 
for their misfortune chiefly lies. A 
British victory would put them in 
a position to hold the culprits re- 
sponsible.

OTHERS WILL JOIN,

VIENNA, March 1 (AP).—Bul- 
garia joined the German-Italian- 
Japanese Axis today in a seven- 
minute ceremony believed to mean 
the approach of a final showdown 
with all the Balkan nations, 

Only Greece, Turkey and Yugo- 
slavia among the Balkan countries 
now remain apart from the length- 
ening Axis, and neutral observers 
believed that events already were 
exerting pressure on Yugoslavia, 
which is considered friendly, to 
sign the treaty. 

In welcoming Bulgaria into the 
alliance, German Foreign Minis- 
ter Joachim von Ribbentrop pre- 
dicted that other states would join 
the movement which he said now 
represents a hundred million of the 
most powerful peoples on earth. 

Greece was not mentioned in to- 
day’s ceremony in Vienna’s his- 
toric Belvedere Palace, but Von 
Ribbentrop declared, “The power 
of England is to be opposed and 
smashed wherever it shows itself’— 
and Greece is Britain's only ally, 
engaged in war with Italy, the 
first Axis partner. 

Von Ribbentrop asserted that as 
a matter of fact the power of 
Britain already was broken—*that 
is evidenced by England’s appeal 
to other lands for help. This help, 
even if it comes, will be too late.” 

For, he said, “the Axis armies 
are drawn up, ready for action, to 
grab and strike England wherever 
she shows herself... . The states 
represented here today are on 
watch and ready to make their 
contribution. to the final triumph 
of our common cause.” :

After a futile effort to recover 
the bodies with grappling hooks, 
a professional diver was called, and 
early in the evening he brought 
the bodies to the surface. 


As the search for the bodies pro- 
gressed a crowd of more than 1000 
gathered on the rim of the quarry. 
Powerful searchlights threw an eerie 
gleam on the surface of the water, 
and four large bonfires lit the scene 
A radio station -strung wires to the 
rim of the quarry and broadcast a 
description of the rescue effort. 


Diver Goes Down. 


At dusk the diver, Jack Plei- 
mann, was on the scene with his 
equipment, carried in an automobile 
trailer. He donned a waterproof 
suit of flexible yellow material 
over heavy clothing and two as- 
sistants bolted the metal helmet 
over his head. On his feet were 
shoes soled with lead. 


Two men twirled the air pump 
as the diver was lowered into the 
frigid water. Watchers on the rim 
of the quarry could observe his 
progress as he made his way along 
he rock ledges by the bubbles which 
‘arose from his diving suit. He found 
the bodies dbout 110 feet down. 


Before the diver was obtained, 
firemen and police, dragging the 
pond, found nothing but three caps 
and two pairs of gloves. 


Fire Chief Lawrence’ Cornoyer, 
directing the rescue effort, made 
arrangements to employ Pleimann. 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann and 
Democratic Committeeman Patrick 
Burke, of the Twenty-second Ward, 
each pledged $100 toward the 
diver’s fee. A brother of the Lu- 
mia boy and the Sherrill boy's méth- 
er also said they would pay part 
of the expense of recovering the 
bodies. The quarry, used as a 
dump, is partly filled with debris, 
making diving hazardous.

In March, 1933, Matsuoka def- 
initely led his delegation out of the 
League. Although the world did 
not realize it he had written the 
League’s death verdict. 


Welcomed as Hero. 


At home Matsuoka received the 
welcome of a conquering hero. 
Twenty thousand cheering patriots 


messengers solemnly presented him 
with gifts of fish and sake. 


It was a reception to turn any- 
one’s head. Matsuoka went to his 
Tokyo residence to await the im- 
perial command to form a new 
Cabinet. But the command did not 
come. It was assassination time in 
Japan, and there seemed to be little 
to choose between the philosophy 
of the patriotic killers and Mat- 
suoka’s own. 


Matsuoka felt grievously offend- 
ed; the country had failed to ap- 
preciate his 'services. He decided 
to awaken the nation to its ills, 
cures and responsibilities. His 
motto was “One Emperor, One Na- 
tion, One Party.” For this advocacy 
of a totalitarian party, he was com- 
pelled to resign his seat in the Diet. 
Now at white heat, Matsuoka start- 
ed stumping the country in the in- 
terest of ultra-nationalist, anti-cap- 
italist “reforms,” made a couple 
of propaganda movies. 


His reward came from the army. 
The Kwantung army’s plans for 
the militarization of Manchuria de- 
manded vigorous support from the 
South Manchuria Railway Co. Its 
president could not supply it. He 
was jettisoned and Matsuoka was 
offered the post. — 


Under Matsuoka’s guidance, the 
company doubled its capitalization 
to nearly $200,000,000, spread its 
tentacles to every corner, every 
field of endeavor in Manchuria. It 
poured funds into the expansion of 
coal and iron mines, into steel mills, 
into the liquefaction of coal, into cul- 
tivation of the soya bean, construc- 
tion of cities, highways and rail 
lines, into the operation of hotels, 
hospitals and model farms, into a 
thousand and one other projects. 


Asked for Command. 


As many other Japanese empire 
builders, Matsuoka knew that soon- 
er or later North China would be 
drawn into Nippon’s political and 
military orbit. He, therefore, be- 
gan to urge the Government to let 
him take charge of North China’s 
“Manchukuozation.” The Govern- 
ment, torn between fear of the army 
and a desire to serve big business 
(which did not want Matsuoka to 
poach upon its Chinese preserves) 
temporized, 

But while Matsuoka was eyeing 
North China, Manchuria was going 
through a mild revolution. It had 
finally dawned on the Kwantung 
army that its ambitious five-year 
industrial plan was being “sabo- 
taged” by the super trusts. The 
conquest of China, by opening new 
avenues of investment, threatened 
to dry further the funds trickling 
into Manchuria. Something had to 
be done at ence. 


The Kwantung army decided to

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HE really saved my life on 
S the home stretch. To look at 

her, you'd never think it be- 
she wasn’t very big. But 
she had all kinds of courage and 
as a traveling companion under 
wartime conditions she was the 
tops. I know, because we put in 
a solid week together, zigzagging 
from a gold coast port up to Sierra 
Leone, West Africa. Nothing 
seemed to feaze that girl, and she 
had a wonderful name, too. It 
fitted hér just like Ginger fits 
Rogers. It’s a darn shame not 
to be able to tell you—-but you 
know. All this wartime secrecy. 
She was a little British cargo 
boat, anc I’d like for her to live 
a long, long time. 

That little ship deserves to live 
anywhere from one to 100 years 
longer than Adolf Hitler, because 
Adolf keeps gunning for her and 
she never gets a chance to shoot 
back. She taught me what the 
blackout is like at sea, and in the 
seven days of our partnership I 
got to know her cuptain and crew 
pretty well. Sorhetimes they are 
away from England for two or 
three months at a stretch, running 
the gantlet of Nazi U-boats, picking 
up all kinds of cargo—sometimes 
inflammable cargo like we had— 
and then racing for home with 
squadrons of German dive-bomwvers 
tc dodge on the final lap. 


Voice of England. 


Nobody writes very much about 
Britain’s merchant marine, nor 
about those of the Norwegians 
and the Dutch and the other sail- 
ors who've stood by. But these 
are the ships and these are the 
men who are fighting one of the 
bitterest and most important bat- 
tles of the war. 

The men don’t wear the kind of 
uniforms that women turn around 
and look at. Just the same, if Brit- 
ain and its allies win, the crews 
of the cargo boats will have 
made it possible. My ship was 
one of the small and one of the 
great. Every time her crew gets 
home again they don’t know wheth- 
er they'll find anything but a rub- 
ble of ashes and bricks where they 
left their houses. Until they get 
back and walk up the street, they 
never know whether the missus and 
the kids will be there—or whether 
there have been funerals in the 
family. 

We may as well call her the 
Dauntless Mary, for Heaven knows 
she is all of that. Her skipper is 
a mountain of a Yorkshireman 
with a jaw that’s a blood brother 
to Winston Churchill’s. When he 
talked about the home front the 
skipper’s voice, accent and aill, 
was the voice of England. After 
all the years that I’ve hated Brit- 
ish upper-class snobbery and de- 
nounced the blindness of British 
Governments and the months that 
I have railed against Neville Cham- 
berlain, just to hear the skipper 
talk was like hearing Will Rogers 
suddenly speak above the acrimony 
of an American presidential cam- 
paign. The skipper was like Will 
Rogers. He peearee t to his own 
earth. 

“They'll never break us with their 
bombs,” the skipper used to say. 
“We're goin’ to beat Hitler. We’il 
beat ‘im if it takes 10 years. I 
tell you, the people of England 
‘ave set their teeth to it. You 
ought to see my old woman. She’s 
MAD!” 

An Awakened People. 


You could talk with any man 
on the Dauntless Mary and you 
heard the same story. There was 
no doubt, either in their eyes or 
their bones. Now they were home- 
ward bound. They were going 
home to the bombings and they 
could scarcely wait to get back. I 
had seen British flyers in Greece 
and Albania, known them and lived 
with them. I had seen British 
troops in Egypt and West Africa. 

These were not the confused, 
half-awakened, leaderless people I

These were people who had the 
great decision far behind them. 
Now they all know, men and wom- 
en and children, that they are go- 
ing to fight to the end. Do you 
imagine that every German, Nazi 
or anti-Nazi, knows and feels the 
same thing with the same intensity? 
I do not believe it, and I have had 
no first-hand reports from inside 
Germeny to encourage a belief to 
the contrary. 

In any case, it is idle to discuss 
Britain's position in this war unless 
you recognize clearly that modern 
wars, more than any of the past, 
are decided in great measure by 
fighting hearts and civilian morale. 
That is why Finland is still an in- 
dependent nation despite the ter- 
rific odds which she faced. The 
Finns lost a first round, but they 
won far more than the Russians 
did—and they are still free. The 
British have,the same kind of 
fighting hearts, but they live on an 
island and they have a powerful 
navy and a magnificent air force 
and time and circumstance with 
which to harden an army of sev- 
eral million men. 


Libya a Symbol. 


When you consider the situation 
of Great Britain, today, it is neces- 
sary to bear these factors in mind. 
The British only started to fight 
last June, when France capitulated. 
The German people have been at 
war for eight years, but the British 
have been at war for only eight 
months. Everybody knows what se- 
vere handicaps this late start has 
imposed upon. the British. It seems, 
however, that comparatively few 
people look to see the compensat- 
ing advantages which the British 
are reaping, with constantly in- 
creasing measure, every month. The 
smashing victories in Libya have 
been so striking that we all had 
to see them. In reality, the brilliant 
motorized triumph in- Libya has 
been merely a symbol and a fore- 
warning of future possibilities, 

Perhaps the greatest advantage 
possessed by the British today is 
the ruthless fact that they are 
fighting for their lives and their 
existence as an independent par- 
liamentary-governed people. They 
have had to start with only a sin- 
gle alternative—submission and sla- 
very or ultimate freedom, at what- 
ever cost in wealth and blood. 

That was the only alternative the 
Finns and the Greeks had, and it 
was also their deepest source of 
strength. The underdog always 
knows the most that can happen 
to him is to die; that death can be 
a liberation and a victory beside 
life in physical or spiritual chains. 
The British have started at the 
point where “death is an episode.” 
Oddly enough, the men at Valley 
Forge started from exactly the 
same place. So did the mixture of 
armies and peoples who overthrew

After working and living for 
seven months in the Balkan coun- 
tries, I know from personal experi- 
ence that al] the Balkan peoples, 
Rumanians, Bulgarians, Jugoslavs 
and all, are overwhelmingly anti- 
Nazi and correspondingly pro- 
British. 

From the lips of many Italian 
Fascists I know how deeply they 
hate Nazi-Germans. {Now that 
German troops and airplanes have 
to stay in Italy to keep Mussolini 
in power, the long-term result is 
inescapable. If the war goes 


through this summer the: day will 


soon come when the Italian people 
will leap at the chance to fight 
with the British and against the 
Nazis, for their own liberation. 


As for the Norwegians, Dutch 
and the Belgians, already they are 
only waiting for the opportunity. 
A great many Frenchmen already 
feel the same, and a great many 
more will feel that way six months 
from now. 

These facts seem to be over- 
looked completely by mdny Ameri- 
cans.

AIR RAID SHELTERS 
BUILT OF COTTON 
PROPOSED FOR U. S. 


Engineer Says Fiber Is More 
Resistant. to Bombs Than 
Is Concrete. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP).— 


Cotton instead of reinforced con- 
crete for air raid shelters was pro- 
posed today. E. C. Wallace, New 
York. engineer, told members of 
Congress that a seven-foot thick- 
ness of cotton would resist the 
penetration of a 6000-pound bomb 
falling from 30,000 feet, whereas 
a 2000-pound bomb falling 15,000 
feet would penetrate six feet of 
reinforced concrete. The cotton can 
be fireproofed, it was said, so that 
incendiary bombs would have little 
effect. 

Wallace’s idea stirred enthusi- 
astic interest among members of 
Congress from the cotton producing 
states. 

Representative Boykin (Dem.), 
Alabama, explained it in a letter 
to members, and said he hoped to 
get a joint demonstration by the 
army and navy with the Air Corps 
dropping the bombs. Boykin said 
the use of cotton for all-purpose 
shelters would absorb large quan- 
tities of surplus cotton. 

Plans of the designers call for 
spans of 200 feet or more with 
clear ceiling and insulated sheet 
steel sidewalls. The roof would be 
made of seven-foot thick baled cot- 
ton tied in place by heavy steel 
wire netting.

USTRALIA has been in the 
war 18 months. Its soldiers 
have distinguished themselves 
in the British campaigns against 
Italy in the Middle East and in 
the defense of strategic areas in 
the Southwestern Pacific. Its avia-. 
tors are playing an important role 
in the defense of Britain. Its war 
industries are relied upon to pro- 
vide the principal means of de-| 
fense for all British outposts in 
the Pacific as well as for Australia. 
Yet a considerable number of 
Australian workers were on strike, 
others were threatening to strike, 
and many thousands were refusing 
to work overtime, during my stay 
in Australasia, This was the month 
of January when the casualty lists 
contained the names of many Aus- 


.|tralians killed and wounded in bat- 


tle, and the British cause was in 
jeopardy for lack of adequate quan- 
tities of planes, guns and muni- 
tions. 

The Australian Minister for La- 
bor said that if the boilermakers 
and ironworkers adhered to their 
refusal to work overtime there 
would be a 25 per cent reduction 
in the productivity of the metal 
industries and Australia’s war ef- 
fort would be curtailed seriously. 

What is the explanation for a 
situation in which one set of men 
refuses .to. work overtime for the 
defense of their country while an- 
other set of men makes the su- 
preme sacrifice on the field of 
battle? 

It is easy to find Australians 
who will say actual or threatened 
interferences in armament produc- 
tion are the work of enemy agents 
radicals or defeatists. 

Other Causes. 

Such influences probably have 
been responsible for some Austra- 
lian labor disputes, but a study of 
the situation indicates that most 
of Australia’s labor troubles are 
due to causes other than opposi- 
tion to the war effort. 

I could discover no traces of any 
outstanding revolutionary leader in 
Australia. Nor are there evidences 
of any revolutionary sentiment 
among Australian workers beyond 
a feeling that traditional banking 
methods should be scrapped. 

The basic explanation of labor 
disputes in Australia appears to be 
that both capitalism and democracy 
have survived 18 months’ participa- 
tion in the war. Unless Australia 
chooses to abandon its traditional 
institutions and go totalitarian it is 
likely to experience continued la- 
bor disputes. To date, those who 
guide Australia’s destinies have not 
felt the situation iecessitated the 
scrapping of free institutions in or- 
der to wage war effectively. 

Thousands of the men offering 
their lives for Australia as volun- 
teer overseas combatants are ar- 
dent'trade unionists. Thousands of 
the men who have struck or threat- 
ened to strike in protest against 
existing working conditions, gov- 
ernmental regulations or for other 
causes have kinsmen in uniform. 
Many of the men who refuse to 
continue to work overtime so long 


as the Government taxes their over- 
time pay at a heavy rate (the chief 
cause of industrial slowing down in 
January) have volunteered to fight 
overseas but have not yet been 
called into service, 


Not Lack of Ardor. 


For those and other reasons the 
Australians who are most. com 
tent to appraise the situation are 
convinced that the present wave of 
labor troubles in.no sense reflects 
antipathy or lack of ardor for Aus- 
tralia’s.war effort, 

A good many workers appear to 
see no connection between their at- 
tempts to improve their personal 
economic position at an advantage- 
ous time and possible unfavorable 
influences on Australia’s war effort 
of decreased industrial production. 
They want Australia to win, but 
they note that merchants, -wheat 
growers and sheep grazers are pros- 
pering under wartime price are 
rangements. 

The wage earners believe indus- 
trial corporations must be progper- 
ing with such heavy war orders, 
and they believe wage earners 
should prosper, too. Many of them 
recall with bitterness that during 
the depression years society did lit- 
tle to ameliorate their more basic 
economic hardships. Those who 
were buying homes on installments 
lost their equities because they 
could not keep up interest pay- 
ments under the dole. Now that 
their mechanical skills are at a pre- 
mium they think society should 
pay liberally for what it needs. 

When society in the form of the 
Government. proposes to recapture, 
in the form of heavy income taxes, 
much of what they would be paid 
for overtime work, they are disin- 
clined to work overtime. The trade 
unionists want tax exemption for 
overtime, which the Government 
cannot well accord without incur- 
ring vigorous resentment on the 


‘Ipart of other taxpayers. 


War Nerves. 


Another explanation of labor’s at- 
titude ig that many workers are 
suffering from war nerves. In their 
willingness to help advance the war 
effort they have been working over- 
time for many months—12 hours a 
day in many cages. Weary and 
tense, they are susceptible to the 
appeals of agitators who may take 
a very limited view of the inter- 
ests involved. 

The men directing Australia’s war 
effort were taking cognizance of 
these factors when I discussed the 
labor troubles with them. Being sin- 
cere democrats themselves and be- 
ing eager to preserve national unity 
so far as possible, they were seek- 
ing means of keeping up production 
without taking drastic measures 
against the unions, which under 
Australian law and custom long 
have enjoyed a very privileged posi- 
tion in Australian life. 

The National Security Act gives 
the Government tremendous power 
over labor as well as over every 
other element in Australian life. 
Should the Government choose, it 
could compel workers to-go wher- 
ever it assigns them and work as 
many hours as it decrees, but high- 
spirited workers such as the Aus- 
tralians probably would turn out 
less under such a system than they 
turn out voluntarily, and the na- 
tion would suffer a long time the

The Soviet declaration was made 
by Constantine Oumansky, Rus- 
sian Ambassador, during discus- 
eussions with Sumner Welles, Un- 
dgersecretary of State, concerning 
Soviet-American trade in particu- 
jar, and general relations between 
the two nations. 

The State Department also dis- 
elosed that Oumansky had protest- 
ed against seizure of mail from 
ussia, alleged to contain propa- 
ganda, and that an investigation 
was in progress to determine 
whether any mail matter — other 
than printed propaganda — had 
been confiscated, 

The Postoffice “Department re- 
eently confiscated 15,000 pieces of 
mail weighing 15 tons, mostly from 
Russia and Germany, on the ground 
that the mailers were not regis- 
tered with the State Department as 
agents of a foreign government. 

The State Department made no 
comment on Oumansky’s pledge 
that Soviet purchases were destined 
only for Russia. The statement 
was interpreted in informed quar- 
ters, however, as the Soviet’s dis- 
claimer of British allegations that 
considerable amounts of such pur- 
chases were being transhipped to 
Doermany, or were imported to re- 

place materials delivered to Ger- 

many. 

Viscount Halifax, the British Am- 
bassador, raised the question in 
‘recent discussions with Secretary 
of State Hull and Undersecretary 
Welles, and both officials promised 
an investigation.

If that were done, he said, the 
United States would “continue to 
sail the high seas, secure from 
danger for generations” to come. 

“Let us support the British with 
the tools they need,” he said, “and 
when this war is over, naval su- 
premacy will, as sure as the sun 
rises, be centered in this city of 
Washington... 

“If we abandon Great Britain 
to its fate, what real chance have

Now Has 220,000 Men; 500,000 Like- 
ly to Be Needed for Two- 
Ocean Fieet. 

WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP). 
—A prediction that Congress would 
be asked within a few days to in- 
crease the navy’s strength to 300,- 
000 men was made today by the 
Army and Navy Register. 

The service publication said that 
this increase from the present force 
of about 220,000 would suffice only 
for the remainder of this year. The 
navy already has estimated that 
500,000 men will be required for 
the prospective two-ocean fleet, 
due to be completed in 1946 or 
1945. ae 
Two new battleships are to be 
commissioned this spring along 
with other new warships, and the 
navy has undertaken consistently 
to provide trained men in advance. 

Provision was made for pay for 
232,000 sailors and 50,556 marines 
in the fourth supplemental defense 
appropriation approved this week 
by the House. A further increase 
in the navy’s strength to 300,000 
would automatically permit expan- 
sion: of the Marine Corps to 60,000.

Survey Shows How Single Homes 
Were Made Into Rooming Houses 


60 Per Cent of Cabanne-Maple Area Buildings 
Converted Despite One and Two- 
Family Restrictions. 


How one St. Louis neighborhood, 
formerly composed almost alto- 
gether of single-family dwellings, 
has over a period of years been 
transformed into a rooming house 
and multiple-family area is shown 
in a survey of the Academy Neigh- 
borhood District by the City Plan 
Commission, made public yester- 
day. 

The survey, covering 362 build- 
ings in nine blocks on Cabanne, 
Raymond, Vernon and Maple ave- 
nues, between Kingshighway and 
Union boulevard, showed that 220 
of the buildings, or 60.8 per cent, 
were converted from single or two- 
family uses to rooming house or 
multiple family dwellings. 

This transition, the report points 
out, took place despite the fact 
that nearly all the area is zoned 
for one and two-family use. Neith- 
er was there any indication that 
the conversations had been made, 
in the Sanborn Insurance Atlas, 
standard reference publication on 
city construction, the report says. 

Special interest attaches to the 
Academy survey because of its 
proximity to the Fountain Park 
Neighborhood Area, which is part 
of the extensive blighted area of 


the city as shown on a 1939 com- 
mission chart. 


The commission’s findings in the 
Academy area, block by block, are 
as follows: 


Cabanne avenue, Kingshighway 
to Academy avenue—50 buildings, 
of which nine, or 18 per cent, have 
been converted, 

Cabanne, Academy to Clarendon 
avenue—52 buildings; 15, or 2838 
per cent, converted. 

Raymond avenue, Kingshighway 
to Academy—37 buildings; 34, or 
91.9 per cent, converted. 

Raymond, Academy to Clarendon 
—35 buildings; 28, or 80 per cent, 
converted. 

Raymond, Clarendon to Union 
boulevard—24 buildings; 14, or 8.3 
per cent, converted. * 

Vernon avenue, Academy to Clar- 
endon—42 buildings; 31, or 73.8 per 
cent, converted. 

Vernon, Clarendon to Union—34 
buildings; 23, or 67.6 per cent, con- 
verted. 

Maple avenue, Academy to Clar- 
endon—49 buildings; 31, or 63.3 ver 
cent, converted. 

Maple, Clarendon to Union—39 
buildings; 35, or 89.7 per cent, con-

The witness, Willis J. Ballinger, 
economic adviser to the Federal 
Trade Commission, said that failure 
to enforce anti-trust laws during 
the rearmament program may re- 
sult in destruction of democratic in- 
stitutions. 

“There are enough facts at hand 
to know that in the case of Ger- 
many, monopolistic business which 
restricted production and aggravat- 
ed unemployment was a factor con- 


which culminated in political dicta- 
torship,” Ballinger said. 

‘Referring to the “vast program 
of military preparedness,” he said 
that since 1890 “the United’ States 
has never engaged in & war or a 
preparation for war but what the 
anti-trust laws were practically dis- 
regarded. This was particularly 
true in the World War.” 

Recalls Arnold’s Advi 

Ballinger recalled that Thurman 
Arnold, Assistant Attorney General] 
in charge of anti-trust, prosecution, 
already had urged strict enforce- 
ment of these laws to protect Gov- 
ernment defense purchasing against 
exploitation. 

Millions were unemployed when 
the defense drive started, Ballinger 
said, and “military preparedness is 
not going to solve this unfinished 
problem.” 

When defense spending ends, he 
jadded, the “situation may be 
worse.” 

“Another period of widespread 
and prolonged unemployment for 
millions of Americans could furnish 
an economic cause menacing, from 
the inside, the security of our de- 
mocracy,” he asserted. 

Ballinger contended that the 
“most effective way to increase pur- 
chasing power among all consum- 
ers is to reduce prices” and added 
that rigid enforcement of anti-trust 
laws would encourage competition 
and “insure the actual reduction of 
prices.” 

Reports on Share-Holdings. 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyo- 
ming, made public today mono- 
graphs based on studies by the 
committee which said that 3 per 
cent of corporation shareholders 
own half of the value-of common 
stocks, and that 25,000 individuals 
receive 35 per cent of all divi- 
dends.

EX-GOVERNOR RUBY LAFFOON

127 From 10 Wards Will 
Report at Jefferson Bar- 
racks Tomorrow for Year 
of Training. 


Induction into the army of the 
March quota of 1397 men from St. 
Louis and St. Louis County—the 


largest monthly quota for this area 
since the Selective Service Act 
went into operation last November 
will begin tomorrow, when 127 
Negroes from .10 city wards will 
report at Jefferson Barracks to be- 
gin their year’s training. This will 
be the first Negro contingent from 
the St. Louis area. 

The figure of 1397 represents 
two calls for the month. A third 
call is expected the latter part of 
March. 

Forty-seven more Negroes from 
four city wards and five county 
districts are to report Tuesday. 
Those who pass their final physi- 
cal examination at the induction 
center will be sent to the new $303,- 
532 reception center, which was 
opened yesterday. There they will 
receive army clothing and equip- 
ment and will fill out question- 
naires about their education, train- 
ing and previous service records. 

They will be assigned to train- 
ing centers on the basis of this in- 
formation. Some will go to the 
Quartermaster Replacement Depot 
at Fort Francis E,.. Warren, near 
Cheyenne, Wyo., where they will be 
trained for service with Quarter- 
master units. Others will be as- 
signed to cavalry regiments at Fort 
a Kan., and Fort Riley, 


oe of conscripts at the re- 
ception center will require several 
days. The center, which includes 
20 frame barracks buildings, will 
be able to process: 6000 to 9000 
men a month when operating at 
full capacity. 

The induction schedule for St.

Half the population of the United States 
is insured by life policies. One person out 
of every five is insured in one company 
alone, the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
of New York. Its prize exhibit is St. Louis. 
There, as was testified by Frederick H. Ecker, 
board chairman of the company, “‘every other 
man,’ woman and child one meets on the 
street, in the home or in the cradle is in- | 
sured in the Metropolitan.” . During the first 
year of life, this company insures one-fifth 
of all babies born in the United States. 


Progressively Absorbing 
Four Billion Savings a Year. 


Life insurance companies have an aggre- 
gate annual income of more than $5,000,- 
000,000, or approximately five-sixths of the 
United States Government’s receipts. during 
the last fiscal year. Through the hands of 
the industry’s officials passes an average 
daily flow of $10,000,000, which they are 
obliged to invest. Ecker alone is responsible 
for the investment of $2,000,000 every day 
in the year. This means $250,000-an hour, 
$4116 a minute and $70 for every tick of the 
clock during an eight-hour day. 

Life insurance is progressively absorbing 
the savings of the American people, in the 
form of premiums paid in at a rate of $4,- 
000,000,000° a year. Because of tradi- 
tional investment policies, this huge torrent 
of popular wealth is effectively sterilized 
against use in new enterprise and in small 
and medium-sized business. An overwhelm- 
ing proportion of life insurance assets is 
invested in debt obligations, notably mort- 
gages and bonds, and not in common stocks, 
or venture capital. 

Generally speaking, life insurance finance 
does not operate as a stimulus to business. 
Because of their “insatiable appetite ‘for 
bonds,” the companies are feverishly en- 
gaged in piling up an ever-growing mountain 
of debt. In effect, their assets constitute 
a first lien on Federal, State and local tax

fighting Hitler.” 2 rt nga Se 

President Roosevelt has joined them. At a recent 
press conference, he said that England's winning the 
war is the only thing of importance. The time to 
draw up peace plans is after an Allied victory. 

This is a good paraphrase of Prime Minister 
Churchill's utterances on the subject. It seems to 
confirm what at first seemed the incredible statement 
that Mr, Churchill could not “recall any occasion 
when the question of peace aims or reconstruction 
has been mentioned by any of the representatives of 
the American Government whom I have seen or cor- 
responded with.” It adds color to the report by Edgar 
Ansel Mowrer that Harry Hopkins told Mr. Churchill 
that nobody in the United States except “a few intel- 
lectuals” was interested in knowing Britain’s war 
aims. : 
We think a good many thoughtful Americans be- 
sides Mr. Hopkins’ “few intellectuals,” will dissent 
vigorously from this pronouncement. 

» o . 

Naturally, winning the war would smash the pres- 
ent Hitler regime and end the immediate military 
threat of the dictators. It would free hundreds of 
millions of starved and terrorized people from Hit- 
ler’s tyranny. But without a decent and constructive 
peace, how long would this victory last? 

Hitlerism or something worse will rise again and 
again in countries that are starved, humiliated and 
otherwise unjustly treated. The Kaiser was beaten, 
but the Treaty of Versailles and its harsh administra- 
tion laid the groundwork for Hitler in half a genera- 
tion. 

If this war is to be permanently won, the peace 
must be as different from Versailles as day is from 
dusk, and as different from Hitler’s kind of peace as 
noon is from midnight. If the democratic winners 
cannot substitute, for Hitler’s new order of tyranny, 
a new order of equal opportunity for all peoples, new 
wars will come. 

Wars are fought for the attainment of peace. Even 


‘Hitler fights for a peace that fits his conceptions. It is 


the peace of the chopping block, but it is bold and 
imaginative, and from it his enemies can learn some 
valuable lessons. 

England and China and Greece and the dispossessed 
governments of a dozen other nations fight for an- 
other kind of peace. At the worst, it cannot be as 
savage as Hitler’s peace, but just how constructive is 
it? Will it merely re-establish the frontiers of 1939, 
or 1919, or 1914? Or will the peacemakers turn their 
backs on sterility and nostalgia, and produce some- 
thing fresh and grand and vibrant? Will they cre- 
ate a brave new world? 

Ms * . . 

The English leaders, perhaps acting as spokesmen 
for all the Allied governments, should start working 
out the plan and telling us about it. 

It is important that England win the war, and 
that might be a war aim sufficient unto this genera- 
tion. But it is not a peace aim sufficient unto suc- 
ceeding generations. We should be thinking about 
these generations. President Roosevelt himself: has 
expressed concern for them. In his fireside chat of 
Dec. 29, 1940, he said: “The nub of the whole purpose 
of your President is to keep you now, and your 
children later, and your grandchildren much later, 
out of a last-ditch war for the preservation of Ameri- 
can independence.” 

What guarantees does military victory alone offer 
for the peace ‘and prosperity and tranquillity of our 
children and our children’s children? Does Mr.

Assuredly the American people are anxious for the 


defeat of Hitler. Through the instrumentality of the 
lease-lend bill, they are preparing to pay unspecified 
billions of dollars to help Britain achieve it. They 
are advancing to an expesed position in which, if 
extreme care is not exercised, American blood may be 
added to the reckoning. , 


Would our people knowingly take these risk’ in a 


war they had good reason to suspect would hawe to be 
fought over and over again at 20-year intervals? ‘We 
do not think so. They did not consciously commit 
themselves to that kind of war in 1917. Quite the 
contrary. In those days, as noted in our Mirror of 
Public Opinion today, President Wilson asked for 
the Allied war aims verf pointedly. 

The longer a war drags on, as President Wilson 80 
prophetically remarked, the more bitter and deep- 
rooted will grow the hatreds. 

Now is the time to draw up a blueprint which 


| can be returned to in days when sinking sanity will 


tempt victors to impose another peace which, for the 
crimes of a few men, will try to chain millions to 
lasting servitude and humiliation. 

As a purely practical matter, a statement of the 
Allied peace aims would fortify the British people in 
their hour of trial. It would hold out a hope, too, 


to the German people, a hope which might become: 


a very important factor in the war of morale. It 
would help clarify the tortured minds of the Ameri- 


If such a statement were forthcoming, Americans, 
of course, would have to submit it to the most critical 
analysis. The Allies responded to President Wilson’s 
appeal of December, 1916, (as did the Germans also) 
with a statement of war aims that looked reasonably 
genuine. We were later to learn that, coincidentally 
with their promises to us, the Allies were concluding 
secret treaties for the division of territorial spoils, 
many of them self-contradictory, as the promises to 
the Jews and the Arabs, the Italians and the Serbians. 

In 1917 and 1918, we paid an appalling price for 
what turned out to be a tinseled package of disillu- 
sionment. Out of the box poured a rain of dragon’s 
teeth that fell on the political grave of the Kaiser and 
in 15 short years grew into the terrible phenomenon 
of Hitlerism. a | 7 

But because we were once deceived in the answers, 
does the remedy lie in no longer bothering tc ask 
questions? - i 

Many of the English people themselves see the 


wisdom and potential value of a statement of peace. 


aims. The Archbishops of York and Canterbury have 
talked about it. The Bishop of Litchfield has written 
about it. Liberal leaders and labor men, many of 
them, have discussed it. So have British publications 
like the Yorkshire Post and the New Statesman and 
Nation. The latter recently said: 

Hitler is undoubtedly a treacherous and hate- 
ful personality, but that in itself is not enough to 
make our war a crusade. ... We believe in a 
declaration of our war aims now because we be- 
lieve it would influence the war and strengthen 
both our cause and our chances. ... Hitlerism 
is a social revolution that cannot be countered 
by negatives. i 
As far as Americans are concerned, if we are ever 

going to exercise a real influence on the British 
program, now is our big chance, while we still have a 
great deal to offer, in foods and guns and tanks and 
planes, in exchange for a hearing for our viewpoint 
and an answer to our questions.

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AMERICAN HELP FOR WAR SUFFERERS. 

It is one of the finest’ American traditions that 
wherever there is human suffering, either at home or 
abroad, generous aid is sent for the relief of the 
victims. Wheti news comes of tragedies from earth- 
quake or storm, pestilence or war, American human- 
itarian agencies go into action at once. As the great- 
est of these, the Red Cross has been true to its fine 
traditions in extending its resources to help relieve 
the immense amount of suffering that has followed 
the trail of the present war. . 

It is a matter of national policy, as Congress rec- 
ognized last June in voting $50,000,000 for distribu- 
tion through the Red Cross of food, clothing, medi- 
cines and other supplies to refugees in the war-torn 
countries. It is a matter of individual generosity, 
for $21,828,000 was contributed to the Red Cross 
war relief fund campaign last summer, It is a mat- 


ter of devoted work by members of local Red Cross 
chapters, for so far they have made garments and 
surgical dressings valued at $5,485,000. The national 
organization has managed by arduous efforts to get 
supplies into France, Spain, Finland, Greece, Poland, 
England and China—and even a trickle into Belgium, 
Holland and Norway. 

Against great odds, with funds capable of meeting 
only a fraction of the existing needs, a great human- 
itarian organization is carrying on. 
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AND SO AD INFINITUM.

Prophecy is always dangerous to the in- 
dividual, but it may be that it is even more 
dangerous in these days to refuse to prophe- 
sy or speculate about the trend of the times

change by pulling the covers over our 
heads. | 

I venture the prediction that during the 
next 40 or 50 yeara—the period of your 
working lives—we will see an extension of 
democracy in two directions—externally in 
the field of international relations and in- 
ternally in the development of new forms of 
economic democracy. 

Let us look first at the international field. 
rMany observers of this great military and 
economic struggle across the water are tell- 
ing us that a world revolution is under way 
~—that new political forms characteristic of 
totalitarianism are gaining at the expense 
of democracy..: 

What is more, we hear that far-reaching 
economic changes are under way, that cap- 
italism, which many believe to be the eco- 
nomic base of’ democracy, is giving way. 
Even if Britain wins, we are told, it will not 
remain a democracy. 

* * 2 


No doubt, if Britain should prevail in the 
military struggle, with our help, it would 
face major economic and social readjust- 
ments. It seems very likely there would be 
great shifts in the distribution of purchasing 
power and the hold of private competitive 
[capitalism would be weakened, But that 
does not doom democracy—indeed, it may 
well extend it. Few can observe the British 
Commonwealth of Nations under fire and 
not recognize the growing strength of demo- 
cratic tendencies within the Empire. 

The war will leave Western industrial 
civilization in a state of economic exhaus- 
tion. But 1 believe the economic interde- 
pendence of nations will increase rather than 
decrease. 

Economic isolationism is impossible in 
the modern world, without an accompany- 
ing decline in living standards, which en- 
lightened peoples will not tolerate. 

The United States of America is capable 
of a greater degree of economic independ- 
ence than any other major Power—in fact, 
probably greater:‘than Europe as a whole~ 
yet we should be forced to a much lower 
and more restricted living standard should 
we attempt such a policy. 

To attempt Pan-Americanism or Western 
Hemisphere unity alone would increase the 
economic and social difficulties. The Amer- 
icas taken together are dependent to a great 
degree on outside trade relations, particu- 
larly European. 

Some economists have recently pointed 
out that the Western Hemisphere could go 
half way toward meeting additional outside 
trade requirements by some form of eco 
nomic union with the British Empire—but 
major deficiencies would remain even in 
such a program. i

and a growing community of interests on 
the part of people interested in the arts, in 
scientific achievements and in professional 
pursuits—regardless of national boundaries. 

In the face of these pressures toward the 
interdependence of peoples, national isola- 
tionism and totalitarian reversions are but 
temporary hindrances, in my opinion. 

I believe your problem in the next few 
decades will be, not Shall there be a demo- 
cratic world order, but What kind of world 
order and by what trial-and-error steps will 
it be achieved? 

And what about the extension of economic 
democracy within our own nation, and, in 
fact, in all nations? 

Here again I am an optimist. Undoubt- 
edly we will face major economic problems 
after this war, no matter what the outcome. 
While our position will be better than that 
of the active belligerente—assuming, as we 
hope, that we do not become active partici- 
pants in a military sense—we will have huge 
debts, a disrupted foreign trade, an unbal- 
anced industrial machine. The spread in in- 
comes will doubtless narrow considerably. 


We may expect, I believe, that the far- 
reaching social reforms which in recent 
years have been redistributing purchasing 
power through taxation, such as secial se- 
curity and the wage and hour law, will be 
extended and perhaps supplemented by co- 
operative economic institutions which ac- 
compligh a wider distribution of incomes 
without the costs of government adminis- 
tration. . 

Private competitive capitalism seems to be 
slowly giving way to greater social controls 
of the economic system. William Allen 
White calls the new development “benevo- 
lent capitalism.” Some call it state social- 
ism. Others call it unprintable names, if 
they are able to speak at all when they 
think about it. 

But, you say, isn’t freedom of the indi- 
vidual the essence of democracy? Probably 
so, but freedom to do what? Freedom to do 
as you please? Freedom to compete? Free- 
dom to co-operate in the interest of the com- 
‘mon welfare? 

If we talk of freedom to do as you please 
—that is anarchy, not democracy, and it has 
never existed. 

If the essence of democracy is the free- 
dom to compete, then d has been 
losing ground ever since the days of Val- 
ley Forge. Social controls have steadily 
increased and more and more limitations 
have been placed on competition. Private 
competitive capitalism is being severely re- 
stricted and hampered. 

If, however, democracy means freedom of 
the individual to co-operate, to asscciate to- 
gether in social, political and economic 


groups in the common interest—then the. 


past 150 years have seen a great growth in 

political democracy in this nation and we 

may now face an extension of these demo- 

cratic procedures into our economic life to

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Prophecy in Wilson’s Plea 
For Peace Without Victory 


Clayton Morrison in the Christian Century. 


WENTY-FOUR years ago, on Dec. 13, 

1916, President Woodrow Wilson sent 
identical notes to the belligerent Powers, 
asking for an official statement of their 
war aims. 

“The world,” he wrote, “has been left to 
conjecture what definitive results, what ac- 
tual exchange of guaranties, what political or 
territorial changes or readjustments, what 


stage of military success, even, would bring §& 


the war to an end.” And lest the warring 
states of Europe close their minds to the 
peace effort which his note pressaged, he 
gave this solemn warning: 

“Tf the contest must continue to proceed 
toward undefined ends by slow attrition un- 
til the one group of belligerents or the 
other is exhausted; if million after million 
of human lives must continue to be offered 
up until on the one side or the other there 
are no more to offer; if resentments must 
be kindled that can never cool and despairs 
engendered from which there can be no re 
covery, hopes of peace and of the willing 


concert of free peoples will be rendered vain » 


and idle.” 

Prophetic words! 

Five weeks later, on Jan. 22, 1917, Presi- 
dent Wilson delivered a historic address to 
Congress. 

“Is the present war,” he asked, “a strug- 
gle for a just and secure peace, or only for 
a new balance of power?” 

In the light of the replies which he had 
received to his note, he sought an answer 
to that question. He said that tl. am 
swer could be given only by the nature of 
the peace treaty signed. And then he pro 
ceeded to sketch the sort of peace treaty 
which would prove that the war was not 
merely One more struggle in Europe's end- 
leas wrestle for a new balance of power. 

“It must,” he said, “be a peace without vic 
tory. . . . Victory would mean peace forced 
upon the loser, a victor’s terms imposed 
upon the vanquished. It would be accepted 
in humiliation, under duress, at an intole 
able sacrifice, and would leave a sting, ® 
resentment, a bitter memory upon which 
terms of peace would rest, not permanently 
but only as upon quicksand. Only a peace 
between equals can last. Only a peace the 
very principle of which is equality and & 
common participation in a common benefit. 

Woodrow Wilson was right, as history 
was to prove. It was*precisely because the 
Treaty of Versailles was not a negotiated 
peace, not a “peace between equals,” that 
betrayed the hopes with which he was # 
soon to take the United States into the wa! 


Every prophecy that he uttered as to the. 


tragic future which would come out of 
war fought to a knockout and a victor 
peace has been abundantly and appallingly 
fulfilled.

The gravest charges brought 
against State insurance officials 
are in connection with Federal Re- 
serve Life, cited as an outstanding 
instance of reinsurance as practiced 
by promoters. “A special study of 
this company,” it is related, “dis- 
closed a series of reinsurance trans- 
actions which were rigged by the 
management for its own advantage 
and which eventually impaired the 
company’s reserves to such an ex- 
tent that it was thrown into re- 
ceivership.” 


These deals, the report asserts, 
could not have been accomplished 
without the assistance of W. K. 
Herndon, then a special examiner 
of the Kansas insurance depart- 
ment. As a representative of this 
department, Herndon made six ex- 
aminations of Federal Reserve be- 
tween January, 1921, and April, 
1929. uring the same period, ac- 
cording to SEC evidence, he was 
paid fees of more than $160,000 
in transactions directly involving 
Federal Reserve, besides $50,000 
received as commissions in similar 
schemes of other life companies. 


Herndon testified that his out- 
side earnings and activities were 
unknown to his chief, W. R. Baker, 
then insurance commissioner of 
Kansas. But the SEC was able to 
show that Baker had been re- 
elected several times, partly 
through the efforts of Federal Re- 
serve, which actively campaigned 
in his behalf. A special investi- 
gation of the company was made 
in 1929 by the insurance depart- 
ments of Kansas, Missouri, [Iili- 
nois and Indiana. Their report, al- 
leging gross irregularities, was 
suppressed, and did not come to 
light until 11 years later, when it 
was placed in the record at a 
TNEC session. 

A second adverse report by the 
Kansas insurance department in 
1933 was also suppressed. A Fed- 
eral Court action, in 1936, was 
required to put the company into 
receivership. The indicated initial 
loss to policyholders was $2,690,- 
000. Involved in Federal Reserve 
affairs at various stages were 
Massey Wilson and J. D. DeBu- 
chananne, insurance brokers of St. 
Louis and East St. Louis. 


Rescue of Monumental Life. 


It was the Maryland Insurance 
Department, according to the re- 
port, Avhich went, to the rescue of 
the management of Monumental 
Life, thrown into a panic by a re- 
volt of its field agents, who were 
seeking proxies with which to take 
control in a forthcoming election. 
Officials of the department sug- 
gested that the company change its 
form from a mutual to a stock 
company. This was done, and the 
management took advantage of the 
operation to strip the policyholders 
of their ownership of the company’s 
assets by allotting all the stock to 
executives and employes. 

Under Maryland law, it was nec- 
essary for policyholders to sign 
waivers of their right to subscribe 
to the stock. There was testimony 
that it was impossible to obtain 
bona fide signatures, and that 
agents were required to forge them. 
The count, made by company em- 
ployes, showed an overwhelming 
majority in favor of conversion. 
When SEC examiners sought to ob-

ficials were rewarded with allot- 
ments of stock, which has paid 
$40,000 in cash dividends. 

Shenandoah Life, it is related, 
bailed itself out of a note payment

The change “was 
accomplished speedily and with 
gross irregularities,” the report as- 
serts. 


Lending to Own Officers. 


The Monumental and Shenandoah 
companies are further accused of 
engaging “promiscuously in lending 
money directly or indirectly to their 
officers and directors.” Paul M. 
Burnett, former president of Monu- 
mental and now its chairman of 
the board, is declared to have bor- 
rowed a total of $225,900 from com- 
pany funds in the name of a $50-a- 
week stenographer in his office. 
Milton E. Roberts, vice-president 
and director of Monumental, was 
“controlling operator” of a real es- 
tate concern on the mortgages of 
which the insurance company is 
said to have made loans at one time 
amounting to $766,803. The debt 
was finally settled, according to 
the SEC, by a “circuitous transac- 
tion in which Monumental lent, the 
money used to pay off the obliga- 
tion owed to it.” 


During a 10-year period Shenan- 
doah Life is alleged to have made 
95 collateral loans to officers and 
directors, or members of _ their 
families, to a total of $714,740, with 
as much as $330,000 outstanding at 
one time. In general, it was the 
borrowers who passed upon the 
value of the collateral offered. The 
Virginia insurance department is 
represented as having made re- 
peated but futile protests against 
these transactions. 


with borrowing heavily from two 
banks owned or controlled by the 
Travelers Insurance Co., the sev- 
enth largest insurance enterprise 
in the country and the biggest in- 
surance stock company. Between 
1912 and 1939, the account relates, 
58 executives and directors of Trav- 
elers obtained from one bank 506 
loans totaling $3,047,644. On other 
than mortgage loans the Travelers 
group also borrowed $347,442 from 
the second bank. 


Eminent Directors. 


Eminent directors in the upper 
brackets of life insurance are de- 
clared to have used their positions 
for private advantage. Alfred E. 
Smith, Governor of New York for 
four terms and ‘Democratic candi- 
date for President in 1928, is a di- 
rector of New York Life and board 
chairman of the Meenan Oil Co. 
Correspondence placed in the rec- 
ord purports to show that Smith 
besought and obtained preferential 
treatment for the Meenan concern 
in New York Life’s purchases of 
oil, to the extent that in one year 
the former received orders for l,- 
275,000 gallons, or more than half 
the oil supplied to the latter’s prop- 
erties. 

Charles D. Hilles, former chair- 
man of the Republican National 
Committee and a director of New 
York Life, testified that a casualty 
insurance company of which he is 
manager has policies covering all 
of the 4922 buildings in which 
New York Life owns an inter- 
est in New York City. Since Hilles 
became a director, it is declared, 
the annual premiums paid to his 
casualty company by New York 
Life have increased from $62,490 to 
$182,658. | 

Fellansbee and Fordyce. 


In 1915 Mitchell D. Follansbee, 
a Chicago lawyer, became a Metro- 
politan director, and for 17 years 
observed a company rule that no 
director could represent the Metro- 
politan in legal] matters. He was 
startled to learn in 1932 that “my 
friend,” Samuel W. Fordyce of St. 
Louis, also a Metropolitan director, 
was continuing to act as one of 
the company’s attorneys. Follans- 
bee at once protested to Leroy A. 
Lincoln, now president of the Met- 
ropolitan, and hinted that the “com- 
pany is apt to have a lot of im- 
portant real estate foreclosures in 
this vicinity.” As a result, Fol- 
lansbee’s firm in the next few 
years collected $359,080 in fees from 
the Metropolitan, hired six addi- 
tional employes and increased its 
office space. Between 1930 and 
1938, it is stated, the firms in 
which Fordyce is a partner re- 


Directors and officers are charged’ 


Six months after Gen. Sashes Cc. 
Harbord joined the board of New 
York Life, the company is said to 
have deposited $1,000,000 with the 
Bankers’ Trust Co., of which he 
was a director. Officers of the 
insurance company described this 
event as “purely a coincidence,” but 
Gen. Harbord, in a grateful letter 


Life, wrote that “I regard the di- 
rectorship in these two companies 
as quite the best thing that has 
come to me in business life.” 

It appears, the report continues, 
that Mutual Life made a deposit 
of $2,000,000 during 1934 in the 
Chase National Bank at the solici- 
tation of Cornelius Vanderbilt, then 
a director of Chase and a trustee 
of Mutual Life. Prior to the time 
when 8S. Sloan Colt joined the board 
of Mutual Life, its account in the 
Bankers’ Trust Co. had never ex- 
ceeded $150,000. It immediately 
jumped to $1,500,000. Colt was 
president of Bankers’ Trust. 

With Trustee. 


First National Bank of Atlanta, 
Ga., became a Mutual Life trustee 
in 1931. The insurance company’s 
largest balance in his bank prior 
to that date was $58,147. It was 
increased to $119,911 in 1932. Dur- 
ing 1933, in a talk with David F. 
Houston, president of Mutual Life, 
Ottley pointedly remarked that “I 
make my living as president of the 
First National.” The account soon 
afterward bounded up to $551,558. 
Owing to the Georgian’s repeated

The “Big Five,” according to the 
report, enjoy interlocking director- 
ships with 23 large commercial 
banks. Director bankers are said 
to occupy particularly strategic po- 
sitions by reason of their frequent 
membership on insurance finance 
committees, which have general 
charge of the investment of com- 
pany funds. The percentage of 
bank directors on such committees 
is declared to be 62.5 in the Met- 
ropolitan, 70 in New York Life, 71.4 
in Prudential and 72.7 in Mutual 
Life. 


The most powerful banking posi- 
tion on the boards of both Metro- 
politan and Equitable is held by the 
Chase National Bank, which was 
found by the investigation to hold 
81 per cent of the entife bank de- 
posits of the former and 36 per 
cent of the latter. Mutual Life 
is declared to have placed 17 per 
cent of its entire deposits in the 
Guaranty Trust Co., which occupies 
dominant banking position on the 
Mutual Life board. Similar condi- 
tions were unearthed in Prudential 
and New York Life. “No instance 
was found,” concludes this part of 
the study, “in which a major in- 
terlocking bank failed to get a sub- 
stantial deposit.” 


“Clandestine Lobby Still Exists.” 


In 1906 the Armstrong Commit- 
tee vigorously denounced’ the 
“clandestine activities” of lobbyists 
acting for life insurance companies. 
During December of the same year 
the Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents was organized, with the 
result, declares the SEC, that “a 
clandestine lobby still exists.” Its 
.practices are not so crude as those 
scored by the Armstrong Commit- 
tee, the report admits, but “the life 
insurance lobby has become more 
polished and its effectiveness has 
been increased through concentra- 
tion of funds and initiative in the 
hands of a single unit.” 


The association, with offices in 
New York, has a membership rep- 
resenting 67 legal reserve life in- 
surance companies, which do 85 
per cent of the country’s business 
in this field. Its policies are de- 
termined by an executive commit- 
tee of 11, including the presidents 
of the “Big Five.” It is supported 
mostly by “contributions,” assessed 
against member companies accord- 
ing to relative size and first-year 
premium income. During 1935-38 
the association is said to have dis- 
bursed $559,751 for commissions, 
fees and expenses in connection 
with legislative and lobbying ac- 
tivities. 


In every state it has “legislative 
correspondents,” who are generally 
company employes. One of these, 
Robert L. Cooney, testified before 
the TNEC and described in minute 
particulars a technique he used so 
successfully that “only one Dill

The Georgia insurance lobby, ac- 
cording to the witness, interested 
itself in the election or defeat of 
certain candidates for the Legis- 
lature and made “quite a number” 
of campaign contributions. Insur- 
ance legal business was distributed 
among “smart lawyers” in the 
House. Money was spent in en- 
tertaining legislators, with especial 
care to see that “their wives and 
daughters were looked after prop- 
erly and courteously.” 

If all these methods failed coer- 
cion would be invoked. Cooney told 
of two legislators who withdrew 
hostile bills under duress. Upon 
one was brought to bear the in- 
fluence of bank to which he 
owed money. Another, who hap- 
pened to be a physician, was ad- 
monished during a “salty inter- 
view” with Cooney that unless his 
attitude changed he would no long- 
er receive fees from insurance 
companies for medical examina- 
tions. Included in the report are 
accounts of similar activities in 
Florida and California.

The process was extended to other 
forms of life insurance through 
sessions of actuaries, representing 
20 of the principal companies, which 
are known as the “Hunter Confer- 
ences.” They have been held an- 
nually since 1921 at the office of 
Dr. Arthur Hunter, vice-president 
and chief actuary of New York 
Life. “No minutes are kept of the 
proceedings,” the SEC charges, 
“and at the end of each year Dr. 
Hunter’s files relating to any sub- 
ject on which discussion has been 
closed are destroyed. No publicity 
is given to the deliberations, and 
no representative of any State in- 
surance commission or other gov- 
ernmental authority is present or 
invited to attend. All communica- 
tions relating to the activities of 
the conference are sent under con- 
fidential cover.” 


Agreements have now been estab- 
lished, it is declared, on most of 
the points of insurance competition, 
including rates, commissions, sur- 
rendef values and charges, the lat- 
ter of which have been increased; 
settlement option provisions and 
annuity rates. According to the re- 
port, annuities have been a “prob- 
lem child” of the insurance business 
for many years. 


Industrial Insurance. 


Out of 124,000,000 policies out- 
standing, 90,000,000, representing 
50,000,000 of the nation’s 64,000,000 
policyholders, take the form of in- 
dustrial insurance, with a face 
amount of $20,519,000,000 and year- 
ly premium payments totaling 
three-quarters of a billion dollars. 
The characteristic of this type is 
that its premiums are collected in 
nickels and dimes by agents who 
pay weekly or monthly calls at the 
homes of policyholders. At the age 
of 20, a nickel a week will buy 
death insurance of $113 or a 20- 
year endowment of $43. The aver- 
age industrial policy is $232.

scale operations under the plan 
are credited to Prudential. The 
original purpose was to put an end 
to pauper burials among working- 
men. 

Four-fifths of the country’s in- 
dustrial insurance business is de- 
clared to be concentrated in three 
companies, Prudential, Metropoli- 
tan and the John Hancock Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. of Boston. Com- 
pany profits from industrial insur- 
ance are describéd as “enormous.” 
An analysis of 44 of the smaller 
companies specializing in this field 
is reported to show that they began 
with a paid-ir capital aggregating 
$4,146,925, have distributed cash 
and stock dividends totaling $98,- 
576,893 and amassed surpluses 
amounting to $44,201,982. 
High-Pressure Salesmanship. 
Testimony. before the TNEC re- 
vealed that a fundamental prin- 
ciple of industrial insurance is com- 
putation of income for agents, of 
whom there are 100,000, according 
to volume of new policies written. 
High-geared salesmanship’ char- 
acteristic of the business in gen- 
eral, is declared to find its extreme 
in the industrial branch. Agents 
are “cajoled, threatened and bul- 
lied” into a chronic state of frenzy. 


Under the pressure, so many are 
discharged or resign that the an- 
nual turnover, described in the re- 
port as “phenomenal,” ranges in 
some companies as high as 60, 69 
and up to 100 per cent. Instances 
are noted of thefts of money col- 
lected, and of irregularity, defi- 
ciency and juggling of accounts. A 
frequent practice is for agents, in 
order to make a showing, to write 
“dummy” policies on which they 
pay the premiums out of their own 
pockets. The economic needs of 
the families insured are disrégard- 
ed. It is to the agent’s interest 
to sell the more expensive policies, 
such as endowment, and to over- 
load the households of the poor 
with more and more insurance, 
whether they can afford it or not. 
The result, according to the SEC, 
is a record of lapsed and surren- 
dered policies unrivaled throughout 
the business. Between 1928 and 
1937, it is stated, 193,714,338 indus- 
trial policies were written or revised 
—a number far in excess of the 
country’s population. At the end of 
the period, however, the net gain 
of such insurance in force was 
only 6,635,400 policies. Out of 187,- 
760,806 industrial policy termina- 
tions, a staggering total of 91.15 
per cent was due to surrender 
and lapse. 

Titanic Waste of Savings. 
This titanic waste of savings in 
the lowest income groups, plus in- 
ordinate costs of sales and service, 
is said to account for the fact that 
industrial insurance is the most 
expensive type known. Statistics 
cited purport to show that indus- 
trial premiums vary from two to 
three times those of ordinary life 
insurance. 


In addition to the system of com- 
pensation, agents are said to be 
egged on by sales contests, prizes 
and “pep meetings.” In one con- 
test, simulating a baseball game 
agents were adjured in a circular: 
“Hit that old apple on the 
and hit it often!” Another was a 
make-belief battle, with the slogan: 
“It’s zero hour. ‘Over the top’ is 
being sounded and you are on your 
own. They are out there—let’s go 


managers are accused of brow- 
beating and shaming agents before 
their fellows so as to drive them 
to desperate feats of salesmanship. 
Among expressions declared to have 
been used are the following: “You 
are yellow”; “Why don’t you go on 
relief? You are too old to be 
useful”; and “I will give you two 
weeks to make good or get out.” 
In one case, an executive is 
charged with installing a black- 
board in his office with a list of 
agents, putting crosses before the 
names‘ of those failing to reach 
their quotas, and singling them out 
on the floor to be berated for hav- 
ing “crucified their manager.” 


Savings Bank Insurance. 


Low cost is the most striking 
trait of savings bank insurance. It 
is declared to be far cheaper than 
industrial insurance and less ex- 
pensive even than ordinary life. 
The annual net premium cost of a 
straight-life policy of $1000, at the 
age of 35, averaged over a 10-year 
period, was found to be $2.72 for 
savings bank insurance, as against 
rates of from $5.20 to $9.09 in 27 
representative legal reserve com- 
panies. The principal economies 
are due to low overhead and elim- 
ination of agency costs, which in 
many companies run from 45 to 75 
per cent of first-year premiums. 

Savings bank insurance elim- 
inates surrender charges and 
makes it possible for a policy to 
lapse with its full reserve available 
after six months, instead of three 
years as in industrial companies. In 
the most recent year cited, 1936, 
only 1.25 per cent of business writ- 
ten lapsed in saving bank insurance. 
Corresponding figures were 29.9 for 
ordinary and 34.52 per cent for 
industrial policies. 


The maximum savings bank policy 
in any one bank in Massachusetts 
is $1000, but it is possible for a 
single policyholder to take out 
$25,000 of insurance by means of a 
$1000 policy in each of the 25 is- 
suing banks. The legal reserve 
companies have always recognized 
that a wide extension of the system 
would offer deadly competition. 
They were able to postpone its 
adoption in New York for 20 years. 
Since 1909, the report relates, nu- 
merous bills to establish savings 
bank insurance have been intro- 
duced regularly in one state or 
another, and have all been defeated, 
except in New York, by the vigorous 
opposition of the Association of 
Life Insurance Presidents and the 


‘Life Underwriters Association. The 


former took credit in confidential 
reports, it is asserted, for the de- 
feat of 15 such bills in the 1935 
and 1937 sessions of 12 State Leg- 
islatures. 


Comment on Agency System. 
In view of the foregoing, the read- 
er may be surprised to learn of the 
SEC’s pronouncement that “the 
agency system, when properly man- 
aged, provides the backbone of the 
entire insurance business.” But a 
comment follows that “it has been 
permitted, through ignorance or 
carelessness of management, to 
deteriorate until it no longer fills 
the needs of the insurance buyer.” 
The report complains that the num- 
ber of agents is too great, that too

nose,|pensation is too low. 


On the basis of figures submitted 
by 27 companies for 1938, it ap-

surance, 

Replies to a questionnaire sent to 
the 68 largest legal reserve life 
companies indicated, the SEC 
maintains, that “company manage- 
ments on the whole were complete- 
ly ignorant as to conditions within 
their own companies which had a 
vital bearing on the efficiency of 
their agency staff and the quality 
of service it was rendering to the 
public.” 

“The -work of the life insurance 
agent,” the account proceeds, 
“must be recognized as something 
more than that of a salesman. Eco- 
nomic and management pressure on 
the agent to sell more and more life 
insurance must be reduced in favor 
of a program having as primary ob- 
jective the sale of insurance in a 
manner most suitable to the policy- 
holders’ needs and their ability to 
pay.” 

Unfit Must Be 

The unfit agent, it is declared, 
must be eliminated, and only those 
persons equipped through selection 
and training to approach the pub- 
lic in a professional manner, with 
a view to providing expert service, 
should be permitted to carry a 
rate-book for a legal reserve life 
insurance company.

“Unless these things are done im- 
mediately, through the combined 
effort of regulatory officials and 
company managements, the time 
will have arrived when the social 
disadvantages resulting from the 
present system can no longer Ke 
ignored.”

“kept ‘track of legislation in Mis-, 
souri and tried to defeat certain 
bills we regarded as not in the 
best interests of our clients” (the 
Association of Life Insurance Pres- 
idents).

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{Criticism of Textbooks as Derogatory to 
American Form of Government Does Not 
Appear Justified—Free Peoples Advance 
Through Critical Inquiries Into Society. 


plicit charge that the textbooks 
are “derogatory of the American 
ino of government.” They seem 
to me rather to indicate there is 
inquiring, critical mind 
in this country and among its text- 
book writers, 
Certainly business practices come 
in for a good deal of criticism, Why 


shouldn't they? The question is not - 


whether the textbooks criticise busi- 
ness practices but whether their 
criticisms are well founded and well 
argued. I think Mr. Feier’s descrip- 
tion of the technique of advertis- 
ing as quoted in the Times from his 
“Element of Economics” is largely 
correct. And with the world in a 
full state of revolution it is cer- 
tainly necessary to inquire into the 
‘causes and raise the question of 
whether we use wealth, money and 


Yeredit as productively for society 


as we could, 

Many of the economic views ex- 
pressed in these quoted textbooks 
are highly conservative, compgred 
to the social and economic views of 
certain people who have the ear of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. And—from the other side 
—although I am no partisan of 
Harold Rugg, I certainly should 
prefer to learn social sciences from 
him rather than from, for instance, 
George Sokolsky. For I fear that 
Sokolsky’s views would, if put into 
practice, lead us straight into a 
far more revolutionary condition of 
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affairs than Rugg's ever will. 
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HESE remarks do not, however, 

constitute an indorsement of the 
present status of our education. I 
believe the American form of gov- 
ernment, American law, business 
enterprise, the press, the trades 
unions—and even columnists—are 
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all open to criticism, So, too, are 
the universities and the textbook 
writers. Free peoples live and 
grow by a contfhual evolutionary 
process.

M Y own criticism of our educa- 
» 


tion is that we have too many 
textbooks, too many second and 
third hand ideas, too little rigorous 
intellectual discipline and too much 
information about too many things 
wholly outside the frame of any 
standards or any points of refer- 
ence. 

A generation ago we taught 
American history in melodramatic 
way; every historical figure was a 
hero, this was God’s country and 
just about whatever was, was 
right. The reaction to this has 
been extreme. An age of debunking 
came in. 

These debunkers are as often 
oblique with the truth as the ador- 
ers were before them. And charac- 
teristic of our education is that 
criticism is not made in reference 
to any principles, and since it ig too 
little accompanied by attention to 
the accumulation of human wis- 
dom, it leaves the student in a 
bleak void, or inculcates in him a 
know-it-all air of qnnmee skepti- 
cism.

DO not mind that students should 
Eisai Karl Marx—if they have the 
intellectual vigor to do so. But 


i\ they don’t. They read John Strach- 
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ey’s popularizations of Marx. And 
Strachey is another bright boy with 
a bright pen whose works have 
added nothing to Marx but detract- 
ed a good deal. Our “economics” 
students discuss glibly about the 
end of laissez-faire, via some text- 
book on the subject, but never have 
read Adam Smith’s “The Wealth of 
Nations”—from which they might 
have learned that the man whom 
they are told was the parent of 
laissez-faire never unqualifiedly be- 
lieved in it either.

HEY read Charles Beard—and 
Rugg—on the history of the 
Constitution, but I never have 
met a college student who had read 
more than two or three of the Fed- 
eralist papers. 

Every last mother’s son of them 
has definite and dogmatic opinions 
about the last war, gained from 
popular writers on the subject, 
among them Walter Millis, and 
almost all of them view the present 
struggle in the world as though it 
were a mere duplication of the last 
struggie. Actually, they know noth- 
ing whatsoever about even the last 
one. They never have read the dis- 

tinguished and documented his- 
tories, whether from German 
sources, or whether from English. 
They have seldom read the papers 
of Woodrow Wilson or “The New 
Freedom.” 

And, similarly, though they know 
all about John Chamberlain’s con- 
cept of the democratic state as a 
“limited racket,” they have read 
almost no Machiavelli, who is bet- 
ter, and even more interesting. 

They don’t read de Tocqueville, 
they don’t read Bryce, they do read 
the popularizers, who also perhaps 
have read neither de Tocqueville 
nor Bryce.

But their edu- 
cation has given them neither a 
personal nor a social philosophy. 
They haven't any point in their 
minds from which they look about 
them and to which they refer what 
they see, Most of our modern think- 
ing has this febrile quality of intel- 
lectuality without foundations; of 
brilliance without intelligence, of 
knowledge without sense.

HIS is what makes it so easy 

for them to be liberals one mo- 
ment and “progressives” the next, 
and to sail from either point into | 
an apologia for Fascism or for Com- 
munism. The end of it all is nihil- 
ism. They don’t know what they 
believe in, and, indeed, they are 
encouraged to think that to believe 
in anything at all is somehow “nar~- 
row-minded,” as though the mind 
were something indiscriminately 
open to every plausible idea and 
was not an organ for constant pre- 
cise selection, choice, association, 
synthesis,

HEY are asked, or ask them- 

selves, every question except a 
few of the really important ones, 
such as “What, in the light of his- 
tory, have been happy and créative 
societies?” Indeed, contempt for the 
past, characteristic of modern life, 
must be the result of education, al- 
though knowledge of the past and 
respect for its accumulations are 
all that we have—plus imagination 
—to help us chart any sort of fu- 
ture. 

Tell ‘a college student that he 
can learn more regarding the real 
nature of fascism and its causes 
from Aristotle than he can from 
most modern writers on the theme 
and he gapes in astonishment, for 
that great, clear, free mind lived a 
couple of thousand years ago before 
there were streamlined trains, and 
thus inferentially has nothing to 
say to the human mind and soul 
today about the essentials, in con- 
tent and structure, of a good so- 
ciety. 
Our students admire Lincoln be- 
cause they have been taught that 
*the sought.to make a larger and 
more social democracy, which is 
correct, but they do not drink at 
the same spring from which Lin- 
coln drank—namely the Bible, from 
the wisdom of the great prophets 
and the inspired Gospels. 

The hatred and distrust of intel 
lectuals Sy the common people, 
which is frighteningly characteris- 
tic of our times, probably, has its 
roots in the fact that though the 
intellectuals know more about how 
people live in terms of calories, 
units of living space and forms of 
enterprise than their forebears did, 
they know a lot less about people 
as just people. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lynd’s “Middle- 
town” is probably a completely “ac- 
curate” study of Muncie, Ind. But 
just the same, it isn’t at all like 
Muncie, Ind. It isn’t nearly as like 
Muncie, Ind., as Sinclair Lewis's 
“Main Street” is. Because human 
beings are simply not measurable 
in any really important way by the 
yardsticks wu: by the Lynds. It's 
a fine piece of work and

His Orchestra for Tenth Year in Row 
Rated Sweetest on Air---Started 
By Playing for Mothers’ Club. 


NEW YORK, March 1. 


OT tall, but dark and handsome, 
N Guy Lombardo has for ten 

years held the undisputed title 
of “The Sweet Man Champ, of 
Music.” Through the hi-de-ho 
years, the blaring of hot swing and 
now in the face of the Boogie beat, 
he has piloted his Royal Canadians 
down the straight and “sweet” path 
so successfully that for 10 years 
the Lombardo band has topped 
radio polls as the nation’s “sweet- 
est,” most reliable, year-in and year- 
out orchestra. 

At the Roosevelt Hotel here in 
New York, where Guy's sugar- 
coated music has started many a ro- 
mance on the dance floor, your cor- 
respondent got the explanation of 
the Lombardo musical popularity 
from the Guy of the big brown 
eyes. 

“We aim,” he said simply, “to get 
musical things said as nicely and 
smoothly as possible.” 

And except for one brief experi- 
ment that burned the Lombardo 
fingers and was hastily dropped, 
Guy has always held out for the 
smooth stuff. | 

“The experiment,” says Guy, 
“was back in Chicago in the days 
when we were playing vaudeville. 
Everybody was doing novelty stuff 
then—you know, nut stuff with the 
men in the orchestra wearing silly 
hats. Well, we tried our hand at 
the novelty stuff at one perform- 
ance and when it was over the 
manager of the theater came back 
stage and said, ‘What am I paying 
you guys a week?’ [I told him and 
he said; ‘For that I can -get ten 
orchestras that put on hats. Stick 
to your own line.’ So we threw 
away the hats and the novelty ar- 
rangements and/went back to the 
sweet stuff.” 

Born in London, Ontario, some 
38 years ago, Guy Lombardo got 
together his first band at the age 
of 13. He played the violin and his 
brothers Carmen and Liebert the 
flute and drum. A neighbor kid, 
Fred Kreitzer, joined them on the 
piano. Rehearsals were held after 
school and the tootlings were all in 
fun until one night the boys played 
for the Mothers’ Club of London, 
Ont. From that time on they were 
in demand at local parties and at 
the age of 16 Guy Lombardo quit 
high school in his first year because 
education interfered with his music. 

“That was in 1919 when Paul 
Whiteman first came out with the 
symphonic thing,” Guy said, “and 
I went crazy. I got together all the 
guys @ town who could play any 
kind of an instrument and we 
got a job playing at a London 
dance hall.

On Christmas 
day, 1928, they began broadcasting 
over the Columbia System and in 
1929 began their record run of 12 
years playing nightly for dinner 
and supper dancing at the Roose- 
velt Hotel. 

On the Columbia Broadcasting 
System Guy and his Canadians 
have had a handful of. sponsors. 
They started off selling chewing 
gum, then went on to cigars and 
other commodities. Since October, 
1938, they have done their bit for 
cosmetics, and are now heard every 
Monday night from 9 to 9:30, St. 
Louis time, over KMOX. 

Although the acknowledged 
“Duce” of the outfit, Guy runs no 
one-man band. The Royal Cana- 
dians are a collaborating outfit 
and Guy shares credit for the 
band’s success with every man in 
it. And because nine of the 14 
men have been together since the 
dance-hall days back in London, 
Ontario, the Canadians are sort of 
an overgrown family group. 

A lot of good-natured kidding goes 
on at rehearsals and each man has 
his nickname, acquired somewhere 
along the road during the years the 
band has been together. Fred 
Kreitzer, the piano player, ac- 
quired the pet handle of “Ene- 
my” during the last war be- 
cause of his German name.’ Ben 
Davies, the bass player, is “Ben 
Davis” since he heard the apple of 
that name mentioned on a market 
radio report and thought the an- 
nouncer was talking about him. 
Carmen Lombardo, the heart-throb 
saxophonist, is “The Bull,” named 
after “The Wild Bull of the Pam- 
pas.” Jack Miles, the trombonist, 
is “Dozey” because in the old days 


he used to doze in the bus while — 


the rest of the boys filled up on 
hamburgers on the long jumps be- 
tween vaudeville engagements. And 
Guy, himself, is “Reckless,” named 
after a comedian violinist he once 
admired in a burlesqué’ show back 
in his home town. 

What with playing at the Roose- 
velt every night in the week and 
with the Monday night radio pro- 
gram and rehearsals, the Royal 
Canadians are a pretty hard work- 
ing bunch of men. And Guy, him- 
self, works even harder than the 
rest, but occasionally finds time to 
indulge in his hobby of boat rac- 
ing. He has a home at Freeport, 
Long Island and the house is built 
so he can drive his speed boat right 
under the house. 

“It’s very different as houses go,” 
he says. “Two thirds of it is sup- 
ported on pillars and the house 
sticks out over the; water so that 
my boat garage is right under the 
living room floor.” 

Five feet seven inches ' tall, Guy 
weighs 155 pounds and was recently

DIAGNOSIS: There -are two gen- 
era] methods which can be employed 
regarding attendance at public meet- 
ings.

Girls, Get Out The

In looking over the measure- 
ments of some of the top models, 
I am struck by quite a few varia- 
tions from what the average girl 
thinks are the measurements of a 
good “figger.” Which goes to 
prove, girls, that it isn’t the actual 
measurements but the proportions 
and the ensemble that count. 

Models run tall, as a rule. - It 
seems that artists and photogra- 
phers prefer girls with long, slim 
lines. Of a list of 42 models, only 

‘two are as short as 5 feet 6 inches. 
Thirty girls of the 42 are five feet 
eight or over. That ought to cheer 
up you tall girls who are always 
resorting to tricks to make your- 
selves look shorter. So stahd up 
straight and be as tall as you are. 

The head should be held easily 
erect, chest up and abdomen flat, 
back straight. Hold the hips well 
forward; that’s one of the first 
tricks that models learn. 

The majority of these 42 models 
wear size 12 dresses! Now wouldn't 
you expect such tall girls to wear 
at least a 16 or an 18? Many mod- 
els are too thin; they must be very 
slim because their work in posing 
for artists and pHotographers or 
modeling dresses calls for a sleek 
and slim look. A camera has only 
one eye, so it makes its subjects 
look flatter and fatter. Not ayn ex- 
tra ounce of flesh can show. 

Getting rid of excess poundage 
is sensible because it is usually 
healthier to be at your “normal” 
weight rather than overweight. But 
reducing to the point of excessive 
thinness is downright silly. So 
don’t any of your girls try to get 
your size down to a 12, if 16 is nat- 
ural for you. Of course a tall 
girl may be so small-boned and 
long-limbed that at size 12 she is 
not underweight.

HE average weight of the fash- 
Tics models on our list’ is 117 
™ pounds, The height-weight 
charts give as average weights for 
girls in the early twenties—the age 
of most models—as ranging from 133 
pounds at 5 feet 6 inches tall up 
to 149 pounds for 5 feet 10. So 
these girls are sho ‘nuff under- 
weight!

Here are some foot and ankle 
exercises; they should help 
strengthen weak foot muscles, too. 

Walk about the room for a few 
minutes every night, with the toes 
turned under and the weight rest- 
ing on the outer borders of the 
feet. 

Place a towel flat on the floor. 
Stand on it in your bare feet and 
pleat it with your toes. This works 
little-used toe and foot muscles 
and helps strengthen them. 

Sit in a chair and stretch your 
feet out before you. Now point 
your toes downward as far and as 
hard as you can, then upward as 
far as you can. Relax and repeat 
ten times. 

Cross your knees and move the 
toes of your free foot about in a 
circle as if you’re writing the let- 
ter “o” ten times and repeat with 
other foot.

Two egg whites, three table- 
spoons cocoa, three-fourths cup 
sugar, dash salt, two cups crisp 
corn flakes.

Mix cocoa, sugar and salt together 
and gradually beat into egg whites, 
continuing to. beat until smooth 
and thoroughly blended.

Drop from a _ teaspoon 
onto a baking sheet covered with 
waxed paper or buttered brown pa- 
per. Bake in a slow oven (300-325 
degrees) for 20 to 30 minutes, or 
until well dried.

From Nazis at Loew's 


‘So Ends Our Night’ Follows 
Camera Style of Foreign Films 


By Colvin McPherson 


T HE realities of Europe’s refugee problem, the things we read about 


often in the public print but rarely hear first-hand and rarely take 

to heart, are forcefully brought home at Loew's Theater in “So Ends 
Our Night.” This is no ordinary screen melodrama, with hero and 
heroine outguessing the enemy, but a staggering study of those unfor- 
tunates who are, for the time being, men and women without a country. 

“The most fantastic dilen.ma of our times,” a foreword calls it, the 
situation of these human beings who are driven from one country to 
another because they do not have little folders of paper called passports. 
Huddling together in flophouses, facing hells of iliness, bedeviled by 
Nazis agents, brutally beaten if they offer resistance, they are bound 
to each other by their common misery. Occasionally they find comfort 
in affection, often they receive kind treatment from discreet sympa- 
thizers, but always there is the torture of memories and deep hurt of 
human injustice. 

‘The groducers of “So Ends Our Night” have made small concession 
to conventional movie practice. This terror of our fellow creatures is 
not a jolly thing to hear about. So what? The problem can’t be solved 
in 80 minutes with the boy and girl secure in each other’s arms. So 
what? There has to be sacrifice and life-giving for anything remotely 
resembling peace. The producers have faced the issue and “So Ends 
Our Night” is one of the most powerful pictures it has been Hollywood's 
proud privilege to present. 

Director John Cromwell, who had Erich Maria Remarque’s novel, 
“Flotsam,” and a masterful screen play by Talbot Jennings to work 
from, has put forth a masterful accomplishment himself. By the selec- 
tion of interesting character types, by the use of unfamiliar faces, by 
the right kind of lighting and settings he has achieved the atmosphere 
of a foreign film. “So Ends Our Night” looks as if it might have been 
made in Europe but it is pure Hollywood. . 

Adroitly unfolded, the story begins in Vienna in 1937, travels to 
Prague, back to Vienna, to Switzerland and Paris, even to Germany. 
The three main characters are a youth partly of Jewish blood, played by 
Glenn Ford; a girl of Jewish extraction, played by Margaret Sullavan, 
and an older man, a political enemy of the Nazis and with full Nordic 
qualifications, played by Fredric March. All are refugees. 

At odd moments and in fascinating manner, the background of their 
lives is threaded in and interwoven with the immediate action. Insight 
into the individual’s persona! feelings helps build up the drama of the 
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whole story. The picture is filled with effective camera studies and at 
times is rather strongly suggestive of the impressionism which German 
directors brought to American films in the late silent era and which is 
so important a part of screen technique. 

Although usually given to acting more than his share, and some- 
times badly, March performs brilliantly as the intense, intelligent and 
determined Steiner. Audiences will, I think, remember his work for a

of the army reservation, about five miles away. The tent has been 

provided with a wooden dance floor; which is surrounded by tables 
where refreshments ara served... 

When a photographer for PICTURES visited the dance hall recently 
and took the photographs shown on this page, 16 girls were employed as 
dancers. Some lived in the vicinity, others, whose homes were farther 
away, were housed in circus trailers. The seven-piece Negro orchestra, 
from Sikeston, also was provided with trailer quarters near the dance 
tent. Patrons are charged a dime a dance, and a dance lasts three 
minutes. The girls receive a nickel from each of these dimes and are'said 
to earn about $30 a week. Several hundred persons crowd into the tent 
on busy nights, and dancing continues as long as customers remain. 

The customers are mostly soldiers from the army post and workmen 
employed in its construction. Sandwiches and soft drinks are for sale 
but no alcoholic drinks—although patrons are not forbidden to bring 
liquor with them. Two special deputy sheriffs are employed during the 
dancing hours to keep the peace, should that be necessary, and military 
police from the fort keep an eye on the soldier patrons.
